Among  the  Iridi  antiquities  preierved  in 
this  Hall  may  be  mentioned  a  very  large 
caldron,  orvcilel,  made  ot  iix  plates  of-  beaten 
bronze,  riveted  together  with  pins,  and  orna- 
mented with  iliarp  points  ol  the  fame  metal, 
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J  fixty  inches  in  circumference  at  the  widett 
I  part,  by  eleven  and  a  half  in  height. which  was 
I  difcovered  twelv^e  feet  below  the  furtace  of 
i  the  BocT  of  Lifdromturk  in  the  Baronv  of 
i  Farney,  in  the  year  1834..  Here  alfo  may 
I  be  feen  the  flandards  of  the  Farney  yeomanry 
I  of  1798. 

The  Chapel. 
In  the  fpandrils  of  the  arch  which  leads  to 
the  Chapel  is  the  motto,  ^''  Omiic  tonum  ' — 
j  "  '^zi  noinimr  '^"^^^^  above,  the  coat  o\  Shirley 
i  quartering  Devereux,  and  the  date  1  840. 
I  In  the'veftibule  is  a  curious  piece  oi  Flemiili

!  in2  the  "Wile  men  ol  the  Eall:,"  travellinof  to 
I  Bethlehem  at  the  birth  ol:  our  Lord.  Above 
I  the  altar  is  the  head  ot  our  Saviour,  admirably 
:  carved  and  fupnorted  by  cherubs,  the  floor 
!  beneath  is  in  alternate  Iquares  of  black  bog 
:  oak  and  common  oak  :  the  dell:  or  the  pulpit 
'  is  fupported  bv  an  angel  well  carved  in  oak. 
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On  the  upper  part  of  the  eait  window  appears 
thefe  words, '*  (gloria  in  crcciCis  r^co,"  and  the 
facred  monogram  '^I.H.S,"  and  ''  mcrc^."

In  the  cloifier  adjoin 
two   curious    boats    carved  out   o\  lolid   oak 
found  in  the  neighbouring  lakes. 


The  gardens  are  laid  out  in  the  formal  fiyle 
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with  terraces,  firaight  walks,  and  yew  hedges, 
Here  is  a  fine  Ipecimen  oi  aj^iuccu^ia  irJibricata^ 
planted  in  1843,  '^'^'^  many  other  intereffing 
and  rare  trees  and  ihrubs ;  here  alfo  is  a  large 
vafe  admirably  carved  in  i-ree-ftone  by  a  native 
artift.  Folding  gates,  elaborately  executed  in 
iron,  divide  the  garden  from  the  viil:a,  alio  laid 
out  in  terraces,  and  cut  through  the  ^'  Home 
wood  ; "  this  leads  to  the  Chaie,  ftocked  with 
fallow  deer  in  1858,  a  piciureiqu.e  and  wild 
diftrict  of  rocky  limeftone  pafture,  and  io 
called  trom  ''  the  right  of  chafe,"  which  was 
granted  together  with  many  other  excep- 
tional privileges  bv  Qiieen  Elizabeth  to 
Walter  Devereux,  Earl  of  EiTex,  in  the  year 
1576.  On  the  higheft  ground  of  the  vifta  is 
the  monumental  crois  of  native  dove-coloured 
marble,  erecfed  to  the  memory  oi  the  late  Mr. 
Shirley  by  the  tenantrv  of  the  Farney  Eftate  ; 
it  is  twenty-feven  feet  in  height,  and  bears 
the  followino;  inicriotlon  at  the  bale  : —
